wa.s reduced about 
indeed, the 


hoard of lru.siee.s and its engineer.s are 
unanimous in the belief liiat the work 
could not now be duplicated under existing 
prices for both labor and material for ies.s 
tiian $10,CHK),OuO. 


The canal lias been con.structed in strict 
conformity with Uie requiremeni.s of the 
law under which ihe sanitary di.striet of 
Chicago was organized, and it is of sufli- 
cient .size and capacity to produce and 
maintain at all times a continuou.s tlow oi 
al least 300,000 cubic feet of water per min­ 
ute, with a current not exceeding one mile 
per hour. The flow of water i.s of the min­ 
imum depth of 22 feet in the earth sections 
of the canal, and the same depth through­ 
out the rock sections.
